Sheriff Charles Radcliff s a i d 
someone broke a federal seal on 
one of the m etal storage units at 
the intersection of Route 56 and j 
Darbyville Pike, taking out a load 
of grain stored by the Hill Grain 
Co. of Derby. 
Deputy Carl Radcliff said the 
thieves apparently m ade t w o 
trips to the scene, 
taking the

While explaining he had no inten­ 
tion of going into merits of the na­ 
tional farm policies, he said the 
decline in income has been coupled 
with a noticeable uncertainty and 
disagreem ent as to what help the 
farm er should get. This, he empha­ 
sized. m ay be reflections from the 
underlying problems already men­ 
tioned.

NEW OBESITY MENACE 
AS IF THE FAT BOYS didn't have 
enough to worry about, being the target of 
so many corny jokes and all, medical au­ 
thority comes forward with the news that 
the stout person who drinks is a particular­ 
ly dangerous risk in the driver’s seat of an 
automobile. 
Under the same conditions, lean persons 
are no bargain, either. The danger curve 
rises when anybody takes the wheel after 
an intake of alcohol. But in degree, t h e 
fat gentry pack more potential menace 
when driving after drinking. 
The reason given is that alcohol concen­ 
tration in the extra-round and fully packed 
individual does not readily dissolve in fatty 
tissue. Authority for this is a physician’s 
report to the Second International Confer­ 
ence on Alcohol and Road Traffic, at Tor­ 
onto, where 20 nations brooded in concert 
over this and kindred prblems. 


The theory supporting the existence of 
the United Nations is that all of its 60 
members will not engage in aggression 
against each other, or even against na­ 
tions which are not yet members of t h e 
United Nations. 
The theory is that war has been outlawed 
as an instrument for the settlement of in­ 
ternational differences. This is the third at­ 
tempt at this concept, the League of Na­ 
tions and the Kellogg-Briand Pact being 
its forerunners. 
Nevertheless, wars have occurred de­ 
spite the existence of the United Nations, 
and sovereign states do make separate 
treaties and agreements. In the Korean 
War. members of the United Nations sup­ 
ported North Korea, an aggressor, while 
other members of the United Nations were 
neutral in a war declared by the United 
Nations. 
Actually, all the world is at this moment 
engaged in the preparation for war which 
some experts believe might break into a 
hydrogen bomb war as early as 1956. 
Therefore, the hope of some statesmen is 
that a non-aggression pact may be written 
between the United States and Soviet Rus­ 
sia which will either postpone or eliminate 
such a war. 
There is, however, a long record of non­ 
aggression pacts with Soviet Russia which 
have been violated by that country: 
1. Treaty of Neutrality and Friendship 
with Turkey—1925—denounced 1945. 
2. Treaty of Neutrality and Non-Aggres­ 
sion with Afghanistan—1926—violated 1940. 
3. Treaty of Non-Aggression with Lithu­ 
ania—1926—annexed 1940. 
4. Treaty of Neutrality and Non-Aggres­ 
sion with Persia—1927—violated 1945. 
5. Pact of Non-Aggression with Latvia— 
1932—annexed 1940. 
6. Pact of Non-Aggression with Poland— 
1932—attacked 1939. 
7 Pact of Non-Aggression with Estonia 
—1932—annexed 1940. 
8. Pact of Non-Aggression with Finland— 
1932—denounced 1939. 
9 Pact of Non-Aggression with China— 
1937—conquered Manchuria 1945. 
10 Pact of Non-Aggression with Yugo­ 
slavia—1941—withdrew diplomatic recog­ 
nition ong month later. 
These are a few friendship and non-ag­ 
gression pacts selected from a long list of 
agreements and treaties violated by Soviet 
Russia. 
The Russian definition of aggression is 
particularly satisfactory because it in­ 
cludes political aggression. These are the 
words: 
“Each of the Contracting Parties under­ 
takes to abstain from all kinds of aggres­ 
sion against the other and will not, on the 
territory under its own occupation, take 
any such steps which may cause political 
or military injury to the other contracting 
Government. In particular, each of t h e 
Conli acting Parties undertakes not to join 
any other state or states in any political or 
military alliance or union directed against 
the other Contracting Party, and similarly 
it will not join in any boycott or financial 
and economic blockades directed against 
the other. .

New Aids for Morning Sickness

FOR about one-half to two- 
thirds of the women who are 
pregnant, the first three m onths 
of prospective m otherhood are 
accompanied by a disheartening 
condition known as m orning sick­ 
ness. 
They 
experience, 
to

greater or lesser degree, nausea 
and vomiting. Most of these wo­ 
men can be helped, although 
some of them may even require 
hospitalization. 
The 
cause 
for 
vomiting 
of 
pregnancy has not as yet been 
determined. 
However, 
theories 
prevail blaming the release of 
certain poisons (toxins) w ithin 
the body, or nam ing infection as 
the 
cause. 
Some 
psychiatrists 
have gone so far as to say th a t 
the disease is due to a form of 
nervousness on the p a rt of the 
mother. 
Fed by Injection 


The few women who have the 
severe nausea and vomiting of 
pregnancy m ust be fed by in ­ 
jection of food into a vein for 
m any days until the vomiting has 
ceased. 
Recently, a liquid medicine was 
devised, m ade up of a special type 
of starch and carbohydrate solu­ 


t i o n which has been phospho­ 
rated. Up to seventy-nine per 
cent of the women with m orning 
sickness were helped by taking 
large doses of this solution. 


Vitamin Preparation 


Another preparation contain­ 
ing m any of the B complex vita­ 
mins, which are usually obtained 
in insufficient am ounts in the 
diets of the women with severe 
vomiting, has also been m ade 
available recently. In addition, 
this medicine contains an a n ti­ 
spasmodic, mild sedative, and a 
local anesthetic agent. The re­ 
sults obtained with this substance 
were very promising for relief of 
the severe cases of nausea and 
vomiting in pregnancy. 
Of course, every pregnant wo­ 
m an should see her physician as 
early in pregnancy as possible 
and should consult with him reg­ 
u la rly concerning treatm en t for 
any disorder which may develop. 
He may w ant to use a vitam in- 
sedative 
mixture, 
if 
excessive 
vomiting should occur.

From the favored con­ 
tractor who wants the old gang 
kept in power down to the little 
schoolmarm who has been told 
that something (fire may happen 
to her pension rights, the resist­ 
ance to change is slyly instigated 
or openly preached 
And the 
crusade bucks and stalls.

REVISION—How obvious it is 
that institutional revision is far 
overdue is most of the American 


states. Of course we would be 
better off w'ith streamlined, pos­ 
sibly 
unicameral, 
legislatures, 
with 
belated 
reapportionment 
and an end to rotten boroughs 
and with adequately paid fewer 
legislators, instead 
if a swarm 
of underpaid, low-caliber office­ 
holders. 
Who would withhold his signa­ 
ture from petitions to end the 
monstrosity

governments? 
But 
when the reform constitution is 
brought in, the 
affected office­ 
holders aren’t the only ones in 
opposition. There are the mem­

SU PPR E SS IO N -T ake the ef­ 
forts by the newspapers of our 
country to establish, past the in­ 
terfering power of any petty tow n 
board or commission, the much 
talked of “ public right to know.” 
At annual meeting after annual 
meeting of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors 
the evil 
of news suppression at all levels 
of government is revealed as a 
great and growing one. Editors 
are besought to seek legislation 
where legislation 
is 
needed 
to 
compel open sessions of govern­ 
ment bod es and free access to 
minutes. 
Wisely, newspapers have Insist­ 
ed on the right of access to pub­ 
lic records and to board meet- 
mgs as a public right. And when 


a few years ago a reporter on 
one of the newspapers w ith which 
I am associated was refused ac­ 
cess to the school board minutes 
of nearby Torrington, appeal to 
the courts was based on his rights 
as a citizen, not on his rights as 
a reporter.

“ QUA LIFIED " - The highest 
court in our state finally found 
that access to public records is 
only a “ qualified right” in Con­ 
necticut. To look at public rec­ 
ords, a citizen must give reasons 
which impress the custodian as 
sufficient. Because in its discus­ 
sion of what might be deemed 
sufficient reasons, the court cited 
the case of a reporter seeking 
news, newspaper rights to inspect 
public records were inferentially 
upheld and have since been re ­ 
spected. But in attending board 
meetings and inspecting minutes, 
the reporter is only acting as the 
agent of the public, how about 
the rights of John Q. Citizen?

RIGHT TO INSPECT—So the 
next step was to seek legislation 
establishing the right of any citi­ 
zen to inspect public records. At 
one session of

It died in 
committee. At the next session a

But we a in ’t had 
nothing but beans and corn b read 
since. And rotte n coffee.”

three to four

it. 
Have I reached my peak? Oh, no. 
Very far from it. I feel very raw. 
I have to learn and learn and 
learn.” 
She can say this at the age of 
26 after 18 years of dancing. How 
long can she go on? 
“ Pavlowa died before she was 
50. but she was still a ballerina,” 
said Violetta. 
In Europe a prima ballerina's 
take-home pay for all her years 
of study and sacrifice, 
is 
less 
than that of an American brick­ 
layer, unless she breaks into the 
movies. 
“ It isn’t as profitab’e as w rest­ 
ling,” said Violetta. 
“ What 
is 
the rew ard? There is—how can I 
say it?—always an excitement in 
dancing. It is its 
own 
reward. 
Each time it is an experience.”

At Pen Seen 


As Dangerous 


Ohio Studies Made 
A fter Uprising Last 
October In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio up — What 
caused the half-million dollar riot I 
at Ohio Penitentiary one year ago 
this month? 
What are the chances another j 
riot will break out, with convicts 
burning 
buildings 
and 
throwing 
steel bars at guards? 
The State Highway Patrol issued 
a 40-page report on the riot and I 
said it was spontaneous. It listed 
five reasons given by 82 inter­ 
viewed covicts, 
but added they 
were excuses, not true reasons. 
The 
convicts 
said 
they 
got 
enough 
prison food 
but that 
it 
wasn't very tasty. They declared 
the parole system was not strict, 
mail privileges were not liberal 
enough, guards were too strict, and 
that 
they 
w eren’t 
getting 
paid 
enough 
for 
working 
in 
prison 
factories. 
As to food, one rioter shouted 
during the uprising: 
“ We gave ‘em warning a couple 
of months ago. We picked up our 
trays and m ade a lot of racket.” 
Another said: “ Next morning we 
got ham, too. But we ain't had 
nothing but beans and cornbread 
since. And rotten coffee.” 
Warden Ralph W. Alvis got a new 
food supervisor who prepares more 
tasty food. 
Many prisoners still 
work in the kitchens, and some 
unappetizing food can be traced 
to 
m i s t a k e s 
they 
make 
in 
seasoning. 
Alvis has put on more guards, I 
as have wardens in other penal in- 
i stitutions. 
He 
also 
has 
trained 
’ special riot control squads. Guards 
also receive more pay than one 
| year ago. 
So do the convicts for work they 
do in the cotton mill, machine shop, 
1 woolen mill, planing mill, knitting 
mill, tobacco factory, on 
m ain­ 
tenance gangs, in offices, and else­ 
where within the prison. 
A year ago they could earn from 
j ^ cent to 5 cents an hour, de­ 
pending on their behavior, whether 


I they were m arried, and length of 
time in prison. Now they can earn 
from 4 to 8Vi cents an hour and 
can spend 2 cents of their hourly 
earnings for daily needs. 
The highway patrol said 2,601 
prisoners took p art in the riot at 
various times and named 12 riot 
leaders 
and 
67 
“ s e c o n d a r y 
; rioters.” 
Last year was a year of unrest 
in prisons throughout the country. 
There were 21 disturbances, and 
the Ohio Penitentiary riot was No. 
20 on the list. On Sept. 8. 1952. 
there was a riot at the federal 
reform atory at Chillicothe. So far 
this year there have been 15 prison 
disturbances t h r o u g h o u t the 
country. 
Prison riots seem to be catching, 
like panty raids on women’s dormi- 
tores in colleges or reports of flying 
saucers. 
When you walk through the pri­ 
son courtyard, you don’t see many 
smiling faces. The convicts a ren ’t 
there because they like it. Obvi- 
! ously, they’re not well - adjusted 
people. And being in a greatly 
overcrowded prison doesn’t make 
them any happier. 
Today there are about 4,000 pri­ 
soners within the prison walls and 
another 800 at honor camps. There

enough work to go around,” Alvis 
said. “ T hat’s bad. It means fo u r; 
men in one cell meant for tw o ,! 
and two men in a cell where there ! 
should be one, double instead of 
single bunks in dormitories, places 
that could be workshops being used 
as sleeping quarters.” 
Despite all the prison shops that 
make .hings for governmental in­ 
stitutions, and where your automo­ 
bile tags are stamped out, there 
still aren’t enough jobs for all pri­ 
soners. The factories were back in 
use last Nov. 7, a week after the 
riot began. 
“ Overcrowding is not fair to pri­ 
son administrators and at the sam e 
time retards the rehabilitation of 
the inm ates,” Glattke and Koblentz 
said. “ About 95 per cent of our 
prisoners rejoin society.” 
Glattke and Koblentz say over­ 
crowding 
will 
be eliminated 
by 
sometime in 1955 when a huge pri­ 
son expansion 
program 
is com ­ 
pleted. Key to the solution is the 
State Training Center now being 
built at Marion. 
The last session of the legislature 
tackled the prison problem early. 
It appropriated 81 a million dollars 
for prison projects, and now prac­ 
tically all are under construction.

Not included among the 30 are 
any of the nation’s banks. 
But 
these institutions, by and large, 
have been reporting much higher 
profits this year, reflecting both 
the greater volume of loans and 
the higher interest rates. 
Many

retail 
stores 
are 
showing better earnings this year, 
too. The first of the chemical com ­ 
panies to report show earnings up. 
The early reporters among the 
steels show 
even 
more striking 
gains, due to almost capacity op­ 
erations this year being compared 
with restricted operations in the 
1952 sum m er months, due to a 
strike. 
Many steel men see the profit 
prospect bright for the rest of this 
year. Production is now running a 
little under capacity for most mills. 
But steelmen point out that they 
can make more money that way. 
Capacity production usually means 
paying overtime 
to 
workers. 
It 
also means letting furnaces run 
down for lack of repairs. 
Charles M. White, president of 
Republic Steel, says: “ Without ex­ 
cess profit taxes, without overtime, 
and with our added productive c a ­ 
pacity, Republic Steel should do as 
well in 1954 as in the current 
year.”

Indian officials estimate 
that two million youths reach work­ 
ing age each year. 
Another complication is the fact 
India’s economy jumps from the 
one-man craftsman level to that 
of the big tycoon, with nothing re­ 
sembling the U. S. small business­ 
man in between. 
The Ford Foundation has turned 
from stress on backing training
